tional Convention was welcomed 
today by people who were on 
both sides of the epic August 
street battles. 
One somewhat unusual reac­ 
tion came, however, from the 
Government 
Printing 
Office 
which refused to reproduce it 
without deletion of an obscene 
four-letter word that appears 82 
times. 
“Over-all it is an excellent 
study,” 
said 
Chicago 
Mayor 
Richard J. Daley, who commis­ 
sioned his own national televi­ 
sion report shortly after the con­ 
vention to defend his city and its 
policemen. 
One of the leaders of the anti­ 
war protestors—whom the re­ 
port says were the victims of 
mindless, unrestrained and in­ 
discriminate 
police 
violence- 
said it had “some gratifying as­ 
pects.” 
Suspend Some 
Daley said the bulk of the Chi­ 
cago police force reacted with 
responsibility during the five 
August nights of disorder in 
darkened parks and downtown 
Israelis Bomb Jordan;

AMMAN, Jordan (AP» — Is-* 
ra d pounded Jordan with air 
strikes, commando raids and 
artillery barrages Sunday and 
early today, a Jordanian mili­ 
tary spokesman said. 
Admitting only a raid by land 
forces 
and 
an 
artillery 
ex­ 
change, an Israeli army spokes­ 
man in Tel Aviv said comman­ 
dos cut a highway and railroad 
between Jordan's capital and its 
only port Sunday by blowing up 
two bridges 40 miles inside the 
Arab country. 
The 
Jordanian 
spokesman 
said Israeli jets bombed a con­ 
vey of trucks on a desert high­ 
way Sunday, 
destroying 
six. 
During the night, he continued, 
jets returned to bomb the vil­ 
lage of Kfar Yuba in northern 
Jordan, killing two soldiers and 
wounding a third. 
Retaliation 
The spokesman said helicop­ 
ters brought the Israeli com­ 
mandos who blew up 100-foot 
road and rail bridges on the

highway between Amman and 
the port of Aqaba. 
He said two civilians were 
killed and four were injured, 
and the helicopters took the 
commandos out before Jordani­ 
an troops arrived. 
The Israeli spokesman said 
the raid was in retaliation for at 
least 50 Arab sabotage attacks 
from 
Jordan 
since Nov. 
16. 
when King Hussein and the sab­ 
otage groups were reported to 
have reached an agreement res­ 
training the saboteurs. 
The attack on the bridges was 
the second Israeli commando 
raid in a month. On Oct. 31 a 
task force blew up two bridges 
and a power station on Egypt’s 
Nile River after an Egyptian ar­ 
tillery attack across the Suer 
Canal in which 15 Israelis were 
killed.

also charged that Israeli gun­ 
ners precipitated a three-hour 
artillery duel Sunday by shell­ 
ing the town of Irhed from the 
occupied Golan Heights in Syr-

Kissinger Is 


Nixon's Choice 


NEW YORK (AP* — Presi­ 
dent-elect Richard M. Nixon an­ 
nounced today he is making 
Harvard Prof. Henry A. Kissin­ 
ger his assistant for national se­ 
curity affairs to oversee the for­ 
eign and defense policy ma­ 
chinery of the White House. 
Nixon, at a news conference, 
said the 45-year-old Kissinger, a 
native of Germany, will revamp 
i the entire security planning ma- 
; chinery at the White House with 
an aim to preventing global 
crises rather than simply deal­ 
ing with them as they arise. 
President-elect said he was 
concerned that, after inaugura­ 
tion day, he gets a broad spec­ 
trum of news on foreign policy 
problems and is “not presented 
with a paper that represents a 
consensus—the 
least 
common 
denominator.” 
He said he was calling on Kis- 
| singer, a professor of govem- 
I ment at Harvard, to bring in 
new 
men 
and 
promote new 
ideas so he will have the benefit 
of divergent views.

Peace Envoy 
The Israelis said the Jorda­ 
nians started it by shelling a 
number of farm settlements in 
the 
Beisan 
Valley, 
causing 
slight damage and injuring one 
person. 
Meanwhile 
Israeli

Minister Abba Eban prepared to 
resume talks in Cyprus today 
with Gunnar V. Jarring of Swe­ 
den, the U.N peace envoy for 
the Middle East. Jarring then 
flies to Egypt Wednesday and to 
Jordan Saturday. 
In a television interview Sun­ 
day, 
Israeli Defense Minister 
Moshe 
Dayan 
called 
for 
a 
“more intensive and radical ef­ 
fort toward integrating the West 
Bank and the Gaza Strip into Is­ 
rael-economic 
integration, not 
political. Not annexation and no 
conversion of the local inhabit­ 
ants into Israeli citizens.” 
Dayan said the only alterna­ 
tive was to let these occupied 
territories become independent 
units, “which we do not want.” 
The Arab land which Israel 
took over in the 1967 war “Must 
be seen as a part of Israel from 
the economic point of view and 
this link must be tied swiftly 
and immediately,” he said. 
Political sources said Dayan’s 
remarks were part of his dis­ 
pute with Industry Minister Pin­ 
ellas Sapir, who feels such inte­ 
gration would 
cause 
Israel’s 
Jewish image to be lost because 
of an enlarged Arab population.

has withdrawn from the college. 
The couple is living at the 
president’s house on the cam­ 
pus.

“To be sure, demonstrators 
threw things at policemen and 
at police cars.” the report said, 
“but the weight of violence was 
overwhelming on the side of the 
police.” 
Chased With Clubs 
More than 10.000 demonstra­ 
tors—actually outnumbered by 
the police force and National 
Guardsmen—converged on Chi­ 
cago for the week of wild brawl­ 
ing that erupted, ironically, out 
of a protest for peace. 
The report said the demon­ 
strators showered police with

Daley Being 


At Hearings 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
chairman of a House subcom­ 
mittee looking into disorders in 
Chicago during the Democratic 
National Convention hopes hear­ 
ings that resume today will lead 
to legislation aimed at prevent­ 
ing similar outbreaks. 
Democrat Richard Ichord of 
Missouri also said that he will 
not tolerate circus-like antics 
that plagued an early subcom­ 
mittee 
hearing 
and 
inquiries 
conducted by the parent House 
Committee on Un-American Ac­ 
tivities. 
The hearings, expected to last 
a week, come after the Presi­ 
dent’s commission on violence 
released a report saying Chica­ 
go police, although under tre­ 
mendous strain, were to blame 
for most of the convention disor­ 
ders. 
Ichord said Chicago Mayor 
Richard Daley “definitely will 
not appear.” He said Daley’s 
representatives 
“h a v e 
ade­ 
quately represented his views.” 
Ichord said his ideas for new 
legislation based on the hearing 
results 
would 
include 
more 
stringent regulations on foreign 
travel by possible subversives, 
and “a delineation of what is 
and what isn’t legitimate pro­ 
test and dissent.” 
“One of the things that the 
hearings 
have 
brought 
out,” 
said Ichord, “is that some of the 
student leaders had been in con­ 
tact before the Chicago conven­ 
tion with military leaders of 
North Vietnam.” 
Ichord said “when I am chair­ 
man I will not allow the com­ 
mittee to be disrupted as it has 
in the past.” 
Some 
witnesses 
have 
ap­ 
peared 
in 
bizarre 
costumes, 
semi-undress, and one witness 
suddenly walked out while being 
questioned. 
Ichord said he will reintro­ 
duce a bill which would change 
the committee’s name to the 
House Committee on Internal 
Security. 


obscenity, with beer cans, with 
chunks of concrete and ping 
pong balls studded with nails. 
One policeman was offered a 
sandwich filled with excrement, 
others were targets for sacks of 
human waste, the report said. 
The response, said the report, 
“was unrestrained and indis­ 
criminate police violence.” 
“That violence.” it said, “ was 
made all the more shocking by 
the fact that it was often inflict­ 
ed upon persons who had broken 
no law, disobeyed no order, 
made no threat.” 
Newsmen were singled out by 
cursing policemen and clubbed 
to 
the 
ground, 
the 
report 
charged. Casual onlookers and 
innocent residents were caught 
in the orgy of anger, it said. 
The violence began as police 
evicted demonstrators from a 
lakeside park on the first nights 
of the convention and chased 
them with clubs through the 
streets of a night club area in 
what the report said “can only 
be called a police riot.” 
It came to a climax as police 
beat back thousands of demon­ 
strators 
besieging 
the candi­ 
dates’ downtown hotel on the 
night of the nomination while a 


shocked world watched on tele­ 
vision. 
Not One-Way Battle 
“There is little doubt,” the 
report said again, “the prepon­ 
derance of violence came from 
the police.” 
But it adds, “It was not en­ 
tirely a one-way battle.” 
Balding pacifist David Dellin­ 
ger, leader of the peace pro­ 
tests, said in New York Sunday 
that the report has “some grati­ 
fying aspects.” But, he insisted, 
it “overemphasizes the provoca­ 
tions on the part of the demon­ 
strators.” 
Dellinger is among five top 
figures in the Chicago disorders 
under subpoena to testify as a 
House Un-American Activities 
subcommittee resumes its hear­ 
ings today on the convention 
clashes. 
Rep. Richard Ichord, D-Mo., 
subcommittee 
chairman, 
has 
said earlier hearings uncovered 
a number of known Communists 
involved in the protests. But the 
ta >k force report said that w'hile 
Communists were present at al­ 
most all stages, “none of them 
ever had much direct influence” 
on the planning or the actual 
clashes. 


The report concludes the po­ 
lice involved in the violence 
were a minority of Chicago’s 
12,000-man force, but it says the 
taint falls on all. 
“There has been no public 
condemnation of these violators 
of sound police procedures and 
common decency by either their 
commanding officers or city of­ 
ficials.” the report charged. 
“Nor,” it added, “has any dis­ 
ciplinary 
action 
been 
taken 
against 
most of them. 
That 
some policemen lost control of 
themselves 
under exceedingly 
provocative circumstances can 
perhaps be understood, but not 
condoned.” 
The study said if no action is 
taken against the police, then 
other officers who did act with 
responsibility will be discour­ 
aged. 
It 
warns, 
“Although 
the 
crow d s were finally dispelled on 
the nights of violence in Chica­ 
go, the problems they represent 
have not been. 
“Surely this is not the last 
time that a violent dissenting 
group will clash head-on with 
those whose duty it is to enforce 
the law. And the next time the 


whole world will still be watch­ 
ing.” 
Hie ta«k force made no re* 
commendations in its report— 
that is expected to be the job of 
the full 13-man violence com­ 
mission headed by Dr. Milton S. 
Eisenhower. 
The commission is due to go 
into seclusion at a Washington 
hotel next weekend to begin 
writing its full report to Presi­ 
dent Johnson on the wide range 
of violence in America. 
In the blur of the battle, even 
the final number of injured re­ 
mains uncertain in the report. 
It counts 192 policemen hurt, 
49 of them hospitalized 
On the other side. 101 demon­ 
strators were hospitalized and 
the 
protesters’ 
own 
medical 
teams 
estimated—without 
full 
records—more than 1,000 others 
were treated for tear gas or in­ 
juries. 
Among the other victims were 
63 newsmen attacked and beat­ 
en by police. 
The report said police singled 
out reporters and cameramen 
as they tried to cover the melee

in urging 
the nation’s 
doctors to “educate the Ameri­ 
can people to the growing role 
of the individual in the delivery 
of health care.’* 
The 
report 
added: 
“While 
much progress has been made 
in overcoming many 
historic 
plagues of mankind, we find 
more and more illness due, at 
least in part, to abuse and neg­ 
lect by the individual himself.”

Wilbur of San Francisco, 
president of the AMA, declared 
in his presidential address to

Americans 
falsely 
“ assume

“The human being,” he said,

“ Instead, they turn, among 
other things, to diet fads, patent 
medicines, a countless variety 
of pills, tobacco and alcohol, of­ 
ten instant and inadequate exer­ 
cise and quacks.” 


On another subject, Wilbur 
urged physicians to maintain 
“effective self-discipline” as re­ 
gards fees charged to patients, 
as one way to help cope with the 
“rising qjst of health care.

San Francisco Students 
Plan New Disruptions 


SAN 
FRANCISCO 
(AP) 
— 
Student demonstrators say they 
plan more disruptions at the re­ 
opening today of San Francisco 
State College. Authorities prom­ 
ised swift reaction. 
The new president, Dr. S. I. 
Hayawkawa, said he would keep 
the school open. He said this 
was the wish of the “vast ma­ 
jority” of the 18,000 students 
and 1.100 faculty members who 
want to get on with education. 
The 
Black Students Union, 
joined by the Third World Liber­ 
ation Front, called a strike Nov. 
6, demanding the reinstatement 
of a militant Negro instructor, 
more courses on Negro .subjects 
and the admission of all Negro 
student 
applicants, 
regardless 
of qualifications. 
After 
class 
boycotts by students and teach­ 
ers 
and some disorders the 
school was closed Nov. 22. 
The Third World Liberation 
Front represents noncaueasians 
other than Negroes. 
Will Use Police 
On Saturday Hayakawa de­ 
clared a state of emergency, un­ 
der which police will be nearby 
if needed, and students and fac­ 
ulty members disrupting classes 
can be dealt with quickly. 
He promised due process in 
all cases, but speedy expulsion 
of students found guilty, and 
temporary but prompt suspen­ 
sion of any teachers refusing to 
teach. 
Five days of missed classes 
means automatic resignation by 
a teacher, said Hayakawa, and 
the resignation will be promptly 
accepted. 
The campus has been in tur­ 
moil since Nov. I when Dr. 
Glenn Dumke, chancellor of the 
19-oampus state college system, 
ordered suspension of George 
Mason Murray, a part-time San 
Francisco State instructor and 
graduate student who is a Black 
Panther leader. 
Suspension Ended 
Murray’s 
30-day 
suspension 
ended at midnight Saturday. 


Hayakawa .said Sunday night he 
had decided what to do about 
Murray, but had not announced 
it. 
Hayakawa, a 62-year-old se­ 
manticist, 
said 
in 
interviews 
that much of the troubles on the 
campus stem from the “hunger 
for humiliation” which he said 
some white liberals experience 
because of guilt feelings over 
American 
t r e a t m e n t 
of 
Negroes. 
He said such whites 
“will take as revealed truth 
anything an angry black man 
says.”

U.S.-North 
Vietnamese 
discussions 
are 
being held in anticipation that 
the South Vietnamese delega­ 
tion will arrive late this week. 
The American and North Viet­ 
namese representatives are re­ 
ported 
working 
on 
arrange­ 
ments for a preliminary proce­ 
dural meeting attended by rep­ 
resentatives of the four groups 
who will sit at the conference: 
The United States, North Viet­ 
nam, South Vietnam and the 
National Liberation Front, the 
political arm of die Viet Cong. 
This session would work out 
the time, place and at least mi- 
numum procedures for the for­ 
mal opening of the conference. 
U.S. diplomats expect a dou­ 
ble-track negotiation when the 
conference gets under way. 
One of the tracks would deal 
primarily with the military situ­ 
ation and ways to scale down 
the fighting. The United States 
would be deeply involved in this 
bargaining which could produce 
limited agreements at an early 
stage. 
The other track would involve 
political affairs in South Viet­ 
nam. would be handled mainly 
by the Vietnamese and would 
probably move at a slow pace 
for months. 
This is assuming that: 
1. The Communists agree to 
deal with some military items 
separately rather than insisting 
on wrapping everything alto one 
package. 
2. The expanded parley does 
not blow up early when the rival 
V i e t n a m e s e start hurhng 
charges at each other face to 
face. 
The delegation from the Sai­ 
gon 
government 
is 
expected 
here this week, and the broad­ 
ened talks are expected to start 
shortly thereafter. 
The new round ts to include 
negotiators

The Troubled Franc 


It must be hoped that Americans under­ 
stand some of the complexities of the money 
troubles of France. Ila franc was expected to be 
devalued to acknowledge its reduced prestige in 
international exchange, 
but Charles 
DeGauUe 
chose not to devalue, but to try to tough out his 
country’s money crisis and keep its exchange 
rate. 
DeGaulle wasn’t helpful when the dollar was 
under attack, nor when the British pound was 
being devalued, so it would be rather natural if 
there were a disinterested ‘Too bad. Charlie." 
attitude outside DeGaulle's France about her 
currency problems. But it is of great concern to 
us and to all other nations. Collapse of France’s 
money system could drag us all down. 
In this fix France’s old enemy. Germany, 
has been very friendly and helpful to her and 
has tried to stem the rush of speculators who 
were dumping their francs and buying German 
deutsch marks.

By not devaluing the franc DeGaulle has not 
solved his country’s money problems. It remains 
to be seen whether by imposing credit controls, 
reducing the French government’s spending and 
encouraging export business and discouraging 
imports he can strengthen France’s position in 
money exchange. It was very courageous of De­ 
Gaulle to refuse to devalue and he may pull it 
off if the French people will be as helpful to their 
government in this crisis as the governments of 
Germany, the United States and other nations 
have been. 
It was the French people who pushed their 
money into its present pickle. The strikes which 
paralyzed France this year were settled by large 
wage increases which set off inflationary trends 
that destroyed confidence in the franc. (In our 
own dollar crisis the world’s exchange similarly 
showed its distrust of our chronic failure to bal­ 
ance our exchange (spending more abroad than 
we were taking in from abroad) and sold dollars 
for gold.

This country has spent $115 billion in foreign 
aid since the end of World War II and it has per­ 
mitted American tourists to spend billions abroad 
and has helped capital-starved nations with loans 
and investments. Result was a huge transfer of 
American wealth abroad which created a foreign 
distrust of the stability of our currency. Unless 
the United States has a strong balance of pay­ 
ments position with other natioas, our dollar 
can suffer some of the same pressures which 
now th reaten the franc. 
We have been reluctant to do the bold and 
right thing in this matter because the Johnson 
Administration has chickened for political rea­ 
sons. Ifs unpopular to restrict travel, reduce aid 
or investments.) But eventually and inevitably a 
nation must pay for the way it lives and when 
it begins squaring accounts in international mon­ 
ey exchange economics replace patriotism. For­ 
eign holders of dollars want them to be as good as 
gold and when there are suspicions about the 
worth of American money they dump it 
This money trap has caught DeGaulle and 
France.

Our dollar’s acceptability abroad rests on 
the pledge of the U. S. to redeem dollars held by 
foreign governments for gold at a value of $35 
per ounce. This came out of the international 
monetary agreement reached at Bretton Woods, 
N.H., in 1944, when the International Monetary 
Fund was created. It binds 111 member nations 
to monetary exchange rules that require a nation 
to keep its own money within one per cent of its 
declared worth. A nation cannot devalue its cur­ 
rency without IMF permission. 
While nations belonging to IMF must keep 
their currency exchange rates steady, there’s no 
compulsion to keep their international payments 
in balance at the prevailing exchange rate and 
this situation results in imbalances in exchange 
and puts strains on national monetary systems, 
as it is doing now with France's franc.

The immediate crisis of the franc was created 
by the greater attraction of Germany’s deutsch- 
mark as a currency, reflecting the great vitality 
and stability of the 
West German 
economy. 
France isn’t broke but it didn’t control inflation 
and Germany did. Frenchmen sold francs and 
bought deutschmarks. 
The crisis is 
another reminder 
that the 
world’s money exchange system needs another 
overhaul. Ifs a patchwork. DeGaulle scrimped 
to build France’s gold reserve and it was being 
spent at the rate of $800 million a day at the 
height of the crisis to bolster the franc. 
World War I shattered the gold standard as 
a backing for money and it has never recovered. 
(It had endured only 50 years before the war.) 
Nongold money in the form of paper currency and 
bank checks was replacing gold in domestic use 
and it was coming to serve primarily as a re­ 
serve base, and an increasingly slender base. 
The free nations today are recognizing their 
interdependence in money exchange and trying 
to devise a money system which will be stable 
and not restricted to the size of the world’s gold 
hoard, which is too small to back a currency suf­ 
ficient for today's global economy.
